Leaving Eady's at 3:30 the 
I V fanners will proceed to Hurst- 
bourne Farm to inspect Urge 
acreage of Fescue and Ladino 
Clover and observe results of 
•praying with 2, 4-D for weed 
control; also inspect a homemade 
assembly suitable for applying 
2, 4-D for weed control or spray- 
ing corn for corn borer control. 

Throughout the afternoon the 
discussions will cover methods of 
improving land through the use 
of improved pasture mixtures, 
fertilizers and weed control prac- 
tices. In announcing the meeting 
Anderson said that many results 
of interest will be seen and dis- 
cussed.

soon will be available as a result 
discoveries in breeding. 
So Prof. W. A. Price, head of the 
.jtomology department at the 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Lexington, told a meeting of 
the Kentucky Beekeepers Asso- 

Applying methods used in arti- 
ficially breeding dairy cows and 
in producing hybrid com, scien- 
tists found ways to control queen 
mating. Thereby they are work- 
ing to produce superior honey- 
makers-bees not so anxious to 
sting, and willing to work harder. 
They will also produce better 
pollinizers and bees more resist- 

lt to foulbrood. 

Plant breeders also are de- 
veloping plants with more sugar 
in the nectar, and with flowers 
having shorter stems, so bees 
with short tongues can reach the 
sweet food. If the flower neck of 
red clover were shorter, bees 
would work this plant more. 

More attention is being given 
to the use of bees as pollinizing 
agents, Professor Price said. It

Mr. Stomberger was victim of 
a stroke 12 weeks ago, at which 
time he fell and broke a hip, the 
results of which finally culmi- 
nated in his death. In his early 
life, for several years, he was 
foreman for the Brookville Wag- 
on Works, until the business was 
discontinued, when he took up 
farming. Several years ago he 
became an antique dealer at 
Brookville, until retiring at the 
age of 82. 

Mr. Stomberger was widely 
known throughout his state as a 
collector of Indian relics. He was 
collector of old coins, 
stamps, old powder flasks, pistols, 
and molded or manufactured 
dogs, of which he had 470. He 
was, for ten years, president of 
the Brookville Loan Association.

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early fall, is the outcome of a 
study made and a survey con- 
ducted by George Peabody Col- 
lege for Teachers, Nashville, and 
recently presented to the Board. 
Calling the study "a challenge to 
the survey staff," Dr. John E. 
Brewton, survey director, said 
that the report is submitted to 
the Board, "With the hope that 
its contents will be of use in 
strengthening the services of the 
schools to the children, youth and 
adults of Jefferson County." 

The report covers, curriculum 
and instruction in the elementary 
and secondary schools, school 
plants, and administration and 
supervision, and recommends ex- 1 
tensive changes throughout the 
entire system. Prof. O. J. Stivers, I 
County School Superintendent, 
referred to it as a vision and said 
that, "It will be a guide for the 
School Board for reorganization." 

The report advises six-year 
elementary and six-year high 
school courses, instead of the 
present eight to four set up. The 
recommendations assume that the 
proposed annexation of approxi- 
mately 24 square miles of County 
territory by the City of Louis- 
ville will be carried out. Four 
county high schools are proposed, 
to be provided as follows: con- 
tinuing and enlarging Valley 
High, establishing a new high 
school center and erecting a new 
building for the area now served 
by Fairdale and Okolona high 
schools, expanding the present 
Fern Creek high school area and 
enlarging its building to provide , 
for pupils now being served by' 
Jeffersontown High School, and 
establishing a new high school 
center to serve that part of the; 
County lying on the north side* 
of Shelbyville Road. The latter 
contemplates the merging of An* 
chorage and Jefferson County 
school districts. The system of 
elementary schools provided for 
in the report includes fifteen, to 
be located as follows: one in the 
Medora and Kosmosdale area; 
one in the vicinity of Dixie 
Highway and Greenwood Road, 
to serve the area now in the 
Greenwood district and parts of 
Valley Station and Kerrick dis- 
tricts as now constituted, and re- 
taining other elementary schools 
at Cane Run, Mill Creek, Au- 
burndale, Fairdale, Prestonia, 
Okolona, Fern Creek, Melbourne 
Heights, Jeffersontown, Middle- 
town, Lyndon, Anchorage and 
Ballard.
